Status of Claims 

2. Claims 7-22 and 24-29 are pending 
Claims 1-6 and 23 are cancelled. 
Claim 16 is amended. 

Claims 7-15, 21, 22 and 24-29 are withdrawn. 
Claims 16-20 are under examination. 

Examiner's amendment 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 
CFR 1.312.

Remarks 

7. The instant claims now define a vaccine for the protection of poultry against Eimeria 
infection comprising the hydrophilic polypeptide SEQ.ID.NO: 3. 

Karkhanis et al 1991 do not disclose a vaccine comprising the hydrophilic polypeptide 
SEQ.ID.NO: 3 because the prior art does not specifically disclose the hydrophilic polypeptide 
containing a conserved part DFTPVCTTE of peroxidoxin molecule.

16. A vaccine for the protection of poultry against Eimeria infection, comprising the 
hydrophilic polypeptide SEQ ID No:3 and a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier. 

17. The vaccine according to claim 16, which additionally comprises an adjuvant. 

18. The vaccine according to claim 16, which comprises at least one additional immunogen 
of a poultry pathogen. 

19. The vaccine according to claim 18, wherein the at least one poultry pathogen is selected 
from the group consisting of Marek's Disease virus (MDV), Newcastle Disease virus (MDV), 
Infectious Bronchitis virus (IBV), Chicken Anaemia Agent (CAA), Reovirus, Avian Retrovirus, 
Fowl Adenovirus, Turkey Rhinotracheitis virus, Salmonella spp. and E. coli. 

20. The vaccine according to claim 16 which is in freeze-dried form.
